THIS Order is ftyled the Order qf St. George the 
defender qf the immaculate cqnception pf the Blefied 
Virgin Mary, and was inftituted in the year 1729, at 
Munich, by Albert fLleftoy of Bavaria ; the Knights 
'pf it are obliged to prove their nobility by father and 
mother, for five generations j the badge they wear is a 
Bar of eight points •, an the center, is enamelled the 
image qf Sf. George on hqrfeback flaying a dragon ; 
the crofs is enamelled blue, edged with white, 
> and cantoned with a fmaller crofs enamelled blue and 
white.. This is generally worn pendent to a broad 
watered fey blue ribbon edged with white, and worn 
fcarf-ways over the right flioulder, befides which the 
Knights ‘wear a filver ftar, of the fame figure with 
the badge, embroidered on the left fide of their outer 
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garment. On days of ceremony, they wear the badge 
pendent to a collar, compofed of oblong plates, with 
crowns at e^ch end, and columns furmounted with 
globes, each column fupported by two Lions, hold- 
ing in their exterior paws two Scymitars, the whole 
joined together with lozenge chains, enamelled blue 
and white ; on the oblong plates, is the following motto, 
In Fide, JuJHtia, Fortitudine.

NOBLE PASSION. 

JOHN George Duke bf Saxe Weifienfels inftituted 
this Order in the year 1704, and appointed the grand 
feftival of it to be obferVed on St. John’s day. The 
badge of the Order is a gold medal, enamelled white. 
On which is a ftar of eight points. Gold, charged with 
a crofs Red, furmounted with an oval blue, on which 
are the letters G. in a cypher, the whole encircled 
with thefe words, J’aime fbonneur qui went par la 
vertu t (fee plate 39) ; and on the reverfe, the arms of 
the Principality of Querfurt, with this inscription 
de la Noble PaJfion t injlitutfe par J. G. D. D. S. ^ 
1704. This badge is worn pendent to a broad white 
ribbon, edged with gold, and worn fcarfwife over the 
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fright ihcjulder. The Duke of Sake Weifferiffels, 6f the 
. Albertine branch of the electoral family df Saxony, is Sor 
vereign of thiiOrder; he keeps a court at-Weiffenfebj 
ar.d there all the Knights of this Ordef aifemble once k 
year, wheri each contributes according to his ability 
to the maintenance of the maiTneehoT decayed foldierS 
in the fervice of the Sovereign. It is to be obferved* 
that the Duke of Saxe Weiflenfels, poflefling the 
principality o‘f -Querfurt in jfdringen-,-in- the Circle of 
upper Saxony, he is fometimes called after it^ Duke 
of Saxe.

- THIS Order was firft inftitdted iy the Duke of 
tVirtemburgh in theyedf 1652, and both fexes: were 
equally admitted of it; but, having fo'o'n fallen Into 
difufe, it Was revived in the year 1709, by LOuife Eli- 
iabeth, widow of Philip Duke of Saxe Merfburg, and 
daughter of the original founder. By the flatutes of it 
a Princefs of the Houfe of Wirtemburgh alone can be 
Sovereign of it, and none but women Can be received 
into it ; virtue and merit are the only necefifary quali- 
fications (birth arid fortune not being attended to) 
for it. /Gaming, theatrical amufemerits, arid luxuries 
Of ^all.jkinds, are prohibited, and punilhed by a fine* 
whiehon Good Fridays is diflributed to the ^>o0r. The 
B 4 Ladies 
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Ladies who compote this Oder are obliged to appeaf 
once a year before their Sovereign, and to produce a 
manufcript, containing their remarks on the lives and 
deaths r o$ $hci£ predecefTors qf_th§ Order, ji|d 4 fhefe 
compofitions are lodged in the archives, which are un- 
der the diredtion of a gentleman, who wears the badge 
of the Order, and is ftylcd Treafurer, Truftee, and 
Director of the Order of Death’s head.

GERARD the Vfh, Duke of Juliers, Berg an& 
Cleves, firft inflituted this Order in memory of a vic- 
tory gained by him,- -in the year 1447, on St. Hubert’s 
day, over Arnold of Egmont. It continued to flourifh 
from that time until the year 1 609, when the family of 
the founder becoming extindt, and his dominions being 
divided between the Eledtor Palatine and the Eledtor 
of Brandenburgh, it became dilufed and fell into obli- 
vion, and fo it remained until the year 1 f 09, when the 
Eledtor Palatine revived it, and appointed a new fet of 
ftatutes. By thefe it is diredted, that the number of 
Counts and Batons of the Order, who enjoy the manorial 
rights of the lands annexed to it, fliall be limited to 
twelve, but that the number of Princes and private gen-

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tlemep fhall not be fixt ; all, however, ate to prove thfc 
nobility of their paternal and maternal defcent for 
four generations^ and on the, day pf reception are to, 
pay.bueJi\LndixdJAiicat» to the poor.

JOHN-GEORGE IF. Eledtpr pf Saxony, and Frede- 
rick III. Eledtor of Brandenfyurgb, after feveral dif- 
putes, in which their interests were concerned, being in 
conference together at Torgaw ip the year 1690, with 
a view of terminating their differences by an authen- 
tick treaty, pfiablifhed conjointly this Order; which 
was to ferve as a confirmation, apd a fecurity hereafter 
of their good underftanding. The Rnight? of this 
Order wear a bracelet of gold ; on one fide are the 
names of the two Princes, with this device, Amitie 
Jtncerei on the other fide two armed hands, ( clofely 
joined together, and placed on two fwords, with two

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THIS Order was inftituted, in the year 1380, by 
Adolphus Duke of Cleves, on the feaft of St. Rum- 
bert.

The badge which 
they wore (embroidered in filver, on the left fide of 
their fhort filk mantle) was the figure of a man, ha- 
bited like a fool, in a fhprt waiftcoat, a cowl of red * 
and yellow patchworlp, with morrice bells of gold, 
yellow bookings and black fhoes, holding in his 
hand a bqwl filled with fruit.

THE prcfent King of Spain being King of Naples 
and Sicily, before his acceffion to the Spanifh thronej 
Inftituted this Order in July 1738. By the ttatutes of 
it, the number of Knights is limited to thirty, and the 
inftitutor is to continue Sovereign during his life, and 
after him that office is to be poflefied by the Kings of 
Naples; all upon whom it is conferred mutt prove the 
hobility of their defeent for four centuries, and they 
are addreft by the title of Excellency ; they wear the 
badge Of the Order pendent to a broad fcarlet ribbon 
worn fafh-wife; and a gold ftar of eight points with 
Fleursnle-Lis at the angles embroidered on their outer 
garment : on the left fide, on days of ceremony, they 
wear it pendent to a collar compofed of cattles, banners, 
5 mitres; 
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ttutfcs, &c. The badge of the Order is a crofs of eight 
points enamelled white, edged with gold, and in the cen- 
tre is reprefented a bifhop holding in his lef£ hand a 
book and crofier, ielow his waift is this motto. In /an- 
guine Fadus : on the reverfeis a book, on which are two' 
phials red, furmounted with two palms, all enamelled in 
proper colours.

T, H E O R D E R 
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CRESCENT. 


RENE of Anjou, brother and heir to Louis the 
Third, King of Naples, inftituted this order in the 
year 1464, at the city of Angiers in France. The 
Sovereignty of the Order he fettled upon himfelf and 
his heirs or fucceffors to the kingdoms of Naples and 
Sicily. The enfign of the Order was a golden crefcent, 
on which the letters L , 0 Z. were enamelled in red, 
by which was meant to be implied L, Oz en croijfant , 
that is, “ Praife by increafing.” To this crefcent were, 
joined as many tags of gold, enamelled with red, as 
the Knight that wore it had been prefent at battles, 
fieges of towns, joufts, tournaments, and fuch like 
Voc. II. D feats 
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feats of gallantly or valour. The collar of the Order 
was compofed of three gold chains, as is reprefented on 
the annexed plate. The number of Knights of it 
was limited to thirty-fix, including- the 'Sovereign. 
This, like many other Orders inftituted in the fame 
age with it, furvived the founder but a few years ; for 
the houfe of Anjou, h av tag -o evcr had quiet poffeffion 
of the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, from which they 
were expelled as fait as they came in, the Order which 
they founded and patrhnizdd could not receive from 
them fuch fupport as would render 1 it refpedable, or 
an object worthy of the acceptance of men of confe* 
quence or merit.

IN the year 1463, Ferdinand I. King of Naples, hav- 
ing ended the war which he had againft John of Lorain 
Duke of Calabria ; his. brother in law Marinus-Marcia- 
nus, Duke of Sefla and Prince of Rofiano, had raifed a 
confederacy, and intended to kill him when they were 
together, by which means the Kingdom might be 
transferred to the Duke of Calabria ; but this plot be- 
ing difcovered, and the Duke apprehended, inftead of 
executing him, the King eledtedhim one of this Order, 
and alfo admitted all the nobles of his Kingdom. 

The collar was of gold, intermixed with mud, to 
which hung an Ermine, with this motto, Malo mart' 
quam f cedar i.

HOLY SEPULCHRE IN JERUSALEM. 

THIS Order, according to Favin, was inftituted by 
Baldwin L King of Jerufalem, who made the regular 
canons (which then refided in a convent adjoining to 
the Holy Sepulchre) Knights of the faid Order .; they 
were to guard the Holy Sepulchre, to relieve and pro- 
tect pilgrims. The Patriarch of Jerufalem was appointed 
their Great Matter, with power for conferring the Order, 
and receiving the vow made by the Knights, which 
was of chaftity, poverty, and obedience.. Their habit 
was white, and on their bread: a gold crofs potent, 
cantoned with four erodes of the fame without enamel, 
pendent to a black ribbon. (See plate 47). They wore 

the 
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the crofs of yell ow embroidery on the left £dc of their 
robe. 

'When the -city of Jerufalan Was taken by the Sara- 
cens,' the knights retired to Italy, and fettled at Peru- 
gia, and were afterwards united to the Knights of St. 
John of Jcrulalem.

CERTAIN Chriftain merchants of Malfi, in the 
iingdom of Naples, who traded to Paleftine, obtained 
leave from the Caliph of Egypt to dwell near the. 
Holy Sepulchre of Chrift, and to eredfc a fmall houfe 
for the intertainment of themfelves and pilgrims, named 
it the Hofpital of ChriftiaDS, with a fmall oratory, dedi- 
cated to the Virgin Mary. Their number inoreaiing, 
-they built another houfe for women, and dedicated if 
7 to 
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to St. Mary Magdalen. Their number increafing, they 
built a more convenient houfe, the others being too 
fhiall, and dedicated it to St. John Baptift. They en- 
tertained all pilgrims that came for devotion, and cured, 
the deceafed amongft them. They became eminent 
for their devotion, charity, and hofpitality. St. John 
Baptift being their patron, they were called Brethren 
Hofpitallers of St. John Baptift of Jerufalem, to diftin- 
guifh them from the Knights of the Holy Sepulchre ; 
they took the black habit of the Hermites of St. Au- 
guftin, and on the left fide of the breaft, they wore a 
crofs of white cloth, with eight points. In war they wore 
crimfon, with a white crofs, but in their monafteries 
and on the day of their profeflion the black garment 
only ; this order increafed in wealth after the fuppref- 
fion of the Templars, moft of whofe lands were given 
to them; they had in feveral parts of Chriftendom 
iooco manors ; in England the Lord-Prior of the Order 
was accounted the prime baron in the realm. 

Their firft Great Matter was Gerard de Saindt Didier, 
by whom they were founded * the lift matter that had 
his refidence in the Holy land was John de Villiers, in 
whofe time being driven out of Paleftine, they removed 
to Cyprus, and then to the Itte of Rhodes, which they 
pofteficd till the year 1523, when they were expelled 
by Solyman the Magnificent, who took it by force, 
through want of fuccour, front the Chriftian princes. 
The befieged of the city, was admirably defended by 
the Knights, who were conducted by their Great Mafter 
Philip de Villiers, of the ltte of Adam. 

1 . After 
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After the lofs of the Ifle of Rhodes, they removed . 
to the Ifland of Malta, which with Tripoli and Gaza 
were granted to them in fee by the Emperor Charles 
V. A. D. 1530, under the tender of one falcon 
yearly to the Viceroy of Sicily, and to acknowledge 
the King of Spain and Sicily for their prote&ors. In 
this lfle they continue a bulwark to thofe parts, and 
from this their fettlement, are called Knights of Malta. 

In May 1563, they were befieged by Solyman, with 
a navy of 160 gallies full of Turkifh foldiers, and 100 
vefiels with provifions. The fiege was fufiained for 
four months by the bravery of the Knights, and the 
conduct of their Great Mailer John de Velete, fo that 
the Turks were obliged to raife the fiege, and leave 3000 
of their men behind, and moft part of their artillery, 
on the 8th of September in the fame year. Upon which 
day annually is a procefiion at Malta, in memory of 
their deliverance. 

Thefe Knights are in number 100c; 500 are to'refide 
in the Ifland of Malta, the remainder are difperfed at 
their feminaries in Spain, Germany, Italy and France, 
and at any fummons are to make their perfonal appear- 
ance. A feminary they had in England till the fup- 
preffion of it by King Henry VIII. ; yet they appoint 
one to whom they give the title of Grand Prior of Eng- 
land. Out of the following nations they choofe their 
grand officers, viz. Provence, the great Prior; Auvergne, 
the Marfhal of the Order ; Italy, the Admiral of the 
Order ; Arragon, the Confervator of the Order; Eng- 
land, they ufed to appoint the Great Colonel of the 
Vol. II. E Cavalry ; 
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Cavalry ; Germany, the High Bailiff of the Order; Caf- 
tile, the High Chancellor of the Order. 

None are admitted into this Order, but fuch as can 
prove their gentility for fix defeents : they fwear to de- 
fend the Church, to obey their fuperiors, and to live 
upon the revenues of their Order only. There are fixteen 
called the Great CrofTes, out of whom the officers of 
their Order, as the Marfhal, Admiral, Chancellor-, &c. 
are chofen, who, together with the Matter, puniih fuch 
as are convinced of any crime. 

When the Great Matter dies, they fuffer no veflel to 
go out of the Ifland till another is chofen, left the Pope 
Ihould interfere in their eleftion, which is as follows : 
the feveral feminaries name two Knights each, allow- . 
ing alfo two for the Englifti ; and thofe fixteen from 
among themfelves choofe eight; thofe eight choofe a 
Knight, a Prieft, and a Friar fervant ; and they three, 
out of the fixteen Great Crofies, eledt the Great Matter, 
who, being chofen, is ftyled, The mojl illuflrious and 
mofi reverend Prince , the Lord Friar N. N. Great Majler 
cf the bofpital of St. John of Jerufalem, Prince of Malta 
and Gaza . 

The badge of the Order is a gold ,crpfs of eight, 
points, enamelled white, pendent to a black watered 
ribbon, worn at the breaft. See plate 47. 

N. B. This Order being compofed of perfons of dif- 
ferent countries, the badge is decorated fo as to diftin- . 
guifh the, country of the bearer, viz. Germany, by anlm- 
perial Crown and Eagle ; France, theCrown,and Fleurs- 
dc-Lis ; &c. which information was received from a 1 
Knight of this Order.

ST. LAZARUS. 


THIS Order wa9 inftituted upon a moft charitable 
account, viz. to cure perfons infedted with the leprofy 
(which was a difeafe frequent in the Eaft) * they had 
alhgned to them a famous hofpital in Jerufalem, called 
St. Lazarus, for the reception of lepers. Through the 
incurfionof the Saracens, this Order was almoft extindt, 
till the Latin Princes joined together in a holy league, 
to expel the'Saracens out of the Holy Land: thefe reli- 
* gious men entered into martial difcipline, and performed 
great fervice, infomuch that they gained fame and 
efteem of Baldwin II. king of Jerufalem, in whofe 
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time they flouriJbed under the government of a Great 
Matter. 

In 1150 they made their vows of obedience, poverty, 
and chattity, before William Patriarch of Jerufalem, 
and fnbmkted themfelves to the Order of St. Boned id. 

Before they entered into the Order, they were to 
prove themfelves born in wedlock, of Chriflkn parents, 
gentlemen by the father’s and mother’s fide : alto to be 
of an unblemifhed charader. By a bull lent from Pope 
Innocent the Vlllth, in 1590, they were to be joined 
with all their pofleffions in France to the Knights of the 
Rhodes ; but the hull ifTued for that purpofe was not 
received in France. In 1572 Pope Gregory XII. 
united thole of the Order in Italy with that of St. 
Maurice, then newly inftituted by Emanuel Philabert, 
Duke of Savoy ; and in 1 bo8 this Order was united in 
France to that of our Lady of Mount Carmel, which 
had been infiituted by Henry IV. The Knights of St. 
Lazarus and thole of Mount Carmel arc allowed to 
marry, and at the fame time to pofiefs penfions charged 
upon ccclefiattical livings. The badge of the Order 
was a green ccoSs, like that of Malta, made of gold.

KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 


IN the year 1 1 19, Hugh de Paganes and Godfrey 
de St. Amor, with feven gentlemen, out of devotion 
went to the Holy Land, where they determined to ereft 
and enter into a brotherhood ; and being at Jeruialem 
they confulted what they ihould do, that might.be a 
fervice acceptable to God ; and being informed, that in 
the town of Zaff there refided many thieves that ufed 
to rob the pilgrims that reforted to the Holy Sepulchre, 
they refolved to make the paffage more free by dif- 
perfing thefe robbers ; and for the encouragement of 
thefe gentlemen in fo good ap undertaking, the King 
affigned them lodgings in his palace adjoining to Solo- 
E 3 monY 
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mon’s Temple, from which place they were called 
Knights Templars. 

King Baldwin the Second, 3d King of Jerufalem, 
and Guarimond the Patriarch, finding their actions 
fuccefsful, fumifhed them with neceflary provifions : 
and though their charitable fervice made them accep- 
table unto all, yet for the firft nine years they were in 
fo great diftrefs, that they were forced to take the cha-. 
rity of well-difpofed people ; there reforted unto them 
many Chriftians,' fo that their number wa3 much in- 
creafed. When at war, their banner was half white, 
the other black, fignifying white and fair to Chriftians, 
but black and terrible to their enemies. Pope Hono- 
rius, at the requeft of Stephen Patriarch of Jerufalem, 
prefcribed unto them an Order of life, whereby they’ 
were to wear a white garment, to which Pope Eugenius 
added a red crofs. They made their vows, in the pre- 
fence of the before mentioned Patriarch, of obedience, 
poverty, and chaftity, and to live under the rule of re- 
gular canons of St. Auguftine. 

The Knights Templars (according to Dugdale) wore 
linnen coifs (like the Serjeants at Law) and red caps 
clofe over them ; on their bodies lhirts of mail, and 
fwqrds girded on with a broad belt ; over all they had 
a white cloak reaching to the ground, with a crofs on 
their left lhoulder.; they ufed to wear their beards of. 
a great length, whereas moft other Orders lhaved. 

The Templars being numerous and famous for their 
enterprizes, not only for fecuring the paflages, but for- 
fighting both by fea and land againft the Infidels, they 
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became highly favoured of the Chriftian Princes, ivho 
aligned to them great revenues to be fpent in God’s 
fervice. In procefs of time they became exceeding 
wealthy and powerful, fo that they grew proud, and 
withdrew themfelves from the obedience of the Pa- 
triarch of Jerufalem, and joined with " the Pope. But 
in the end they found not the favour from the Pope as 
they expedted; for by him, or through his confent, 
upon fome infamous crimes charged againft them, their 
lands and pofleffions were feized upon, and otherwife 
difpofed of, their Order fupprefied, and they tliem- 
felves imprifoned, condemned, ard cruelly executed. 
According to the opinions of many authors, they were 
unjuftly accufed by fubornation of witnefies, merely 
to gain their revenues, which, according to Dr. Heylin, 
were exceeding great, having no lefs than fix teen thou- 
fand Lordfhips in Europe. 

The firft fettling of this Order in England (according 
to Dugdale) was in Holborn in London; but their 
chief refidence in the reign of King Henry II. was the 
Temple in Fleet-ftreet, which was eredted by them, 
and the Church (built after the form of the Temple 
at Jerufalem) dedicated to God and our blcfled Lady, 
by Heraclius, Patriarch of Jerufalem, in the year 1 185. 

On Wednefday after the Feaft of the Epiphany in the 
year 1307, the firft of Edward II. by the King’s fpecial 
command, and a bull from the Pope, the Knights Tem- 
plars were generally through England laid -hold on 
and caft into prifon ; and in a general council held at 
London, being convidtedof various impieties, all their 
pofteftions were feized into the King’s hands. 
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This Order was condemned in a general Council at 
Vienna under Pope Clement V. anno 13 n, 4th of 
Edward II ; and by a general decree of the before 
mentioned Clement, in the 7th year of his Papacy, they 
were annexed and incorporated to the Knights Hofpi- 
talars. The badge of the Order was a Patriarchal 
erofs, enamelled red, and edged with gold, worn at 
the breaft, pendent to a ribbon ; fee plate 48.

KNIGHTS HOSPITAL ARS. 


WHEN the Holy Land began to grow famous by 
the expeditions of Chriftian Princes* this Order of the 
Hofpitalars had its beginning, or rather reftoration, 
by Girardus ; for the original is attributed to Johannes 
Hircanus Machabeus, or John, Patriarch of Alexan- _ 
dria, who, for his liberality to the poor, was furnamed 
Eleemofynarius. Thefe Knights having their chief feat 
at firft in the Hofpital of St. John Baptift at Jerufalem, 
which was re-edified by the fame Girard, took that 
Saint for their Patron, but their rule from Pope Ge- 
lafius II. ; and .Honorius II. affigned them a black , 
mantle, with a white profs, Raimundus de Podis, the 

firft 
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firft Matter, devifed the Statutes of their Order, and inti- 
tles himfelf Servus pauperum Cbrijli, & Hofpitalis hiero- 
folomitaxi Cuftode'fb. The profeffion of the Knights 
was, a religious vow, to entertain pilgrims coming to 
the Holy Land, and to defend them in their journey 
from robbers ; in which fervice they had great affiftance 
from many Chriftian Princes. After the lofs of all in Pa- 
leftine, they obtained the Ifle of Rhodes for their feat j 
but that alfo, after, fu^dry affauks, being won by the 
Turks, they had an aifignation of the Ifle of Malta by 
the Emperor Charles V. and Pope Clement the VJIth, 
where they ftill continue, and are now termed Knights 
of Malta. In the year 1100 Jordan Brifet, a rich and 
religious man, built them a houfe near Weft Smithfield, 
called St. John of Jerufalem, and from their great 
auflerity of living obtained Vaft poffeffions in England 
before what belonged to the Templars was fettled upon 
them. In Warwicklhire they had lands in Grafton, 
Cheftertori, Prefton, Bagot, Whitmafh,’ Newbold, 
Pad®, Bilftey, Ridton, Dunfmore, Halford,, Anftie 
and other places, by, the gift of fuudry perfons.

THE 


TEUTONIC 1C ORDER. ' 

THIS Order owes its origin to the piety of a Ger* 
plan and his wife, who, in the time of the Holy-war, 
Jived in Jerufalem, and built there an hofpital for the 
reception and maintenance of fuch pilgrims as were 
their countrymen ; and to which hofpital they after- 
wards, by permiffion of the Patriarch of Jerufalem, 
added an oratory, dedicated to the Holy Virgin. Soon 
after, feveral German gentlemen contributed towards 
the enlargement of this charity, and in 1191 were 
joined by feveral others, who came from Bremen and 
Lubeck; whereupon they, at their joint expence, 
erefted a moft funiptuous hofpital at Acre; and affumed 
the title of Teutonic Knights , or Brethren of the hofpital 
of our Lady of the Germans of Jerufalem. ' Thefe 
Knights wore a white mantle, and had for their badge, 

which 
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which they wore at their breaft, a crofs potent Sable, 
charged with another crofs double potent Or, fur- 
charged with an efcutcheon of the Empire, the prin- 
cipal crofs furmounted by a chief Azure feme of 
France. See plate 49, N° 1. The original badge which 
was affigned by the Emperor Henry VI. was a crofs 
potent black. John King of Jeruialem, added there- 
unto the crofs double potent Gold ; the, Emperor Fre- 
derick II. gave them the imperial Eagle : and St. 
Lewis augmented the badge with feme of Fleurs-de-lis , 
on a chief blue. Conrad Duke of Suabia invited the 
Teutonic brethren , into Pruffia about the year 1 230, 
and made over to them the property of the territory 
of Culm. Soon after, they grew very powerful, con- 
quered Pruffia, built the towns of Elbing, Marien- 
burgb, Thorn, Dantzic, and Konilberg, and at 
length fubdued Livonia. This profperity was not, how- 
ever, of long duration ; for the Order divided againft 
itfelf, and the Kings of Poland were benefited by their 
diifenfion ; Pruffia revolted, and Cafimir IV. received 
the homage of the Knights. At length, Albert Mar- 
quis of Brandenburgh, Grand Matter of the Order, 
abjured ' the Roman-Catholic Religion, abdicated the 
dignity of Grand Matter, fubdued Pruffia, and ex- 
pelled fuch of the Knights as reiufed to follow his ex T 
ample: thofe retired to Mariendal in Franconia. It 
was one of the moft powerful Orders in Europe ; but at 
prefent is divided into two branches; the firft for 
Roman Catholics, who take the oath of celibacy, and 
have a Houfe at Mergenheim in Germany, wherein to 
tranfadt their affairs. The enfign worn by this branch 
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is, a crofs patonceblack, tbereon a crofs Fleur y Gold, ever 
all on the centre an efeutebeon Gold, charged with the im- 
perial eagle black. See Plate 49, N° 2. Thisenfignis 
worn round the neck, pendent to a, gold chain. , 

The fecond branch is for Proteftants : they have a 
houfe at Utrecht, wherein to tranfad: their bufineft, and 
'in which the Secretary refides. The method of admrflioa - 
4nto this branch being fomewhat fingular, we fball 
here mention it. The Nobles of Holland, if they pro- 
pofe a fon to be a Knight, go to Utrecht, and enter 
his name in the Regifter, and pay a targe fum of money 
to the ufe of the poor maintained by the Older ; and 
the perlbn whofc name is entered focceeds in rotation. 

When a Knight dies, he that is firft on the lift is 
funamoned to attend the chapter, and bring with hint 
proof of his Nobility for four generations both on the 
father's and mother's fide ; if not, he is ftruck out of 
the lift. 

The Enfign of this branch is a crofs pattfc, enamelled 
white, furmounted with another black; above the croft; 
is a ball twifted white and black. See plat; 49, N°3. It 
is worn pendent to a broad black watered ribbon, which 
is worn about the neck. The fame croft is embroidered 
on the left breaft of the upper garment of each Knight.

It took place foon after that of the Knights Templars.

or fet out on any militaty expedition, they wore on 
their breaft the fame badge embroidered on a white 
habit ; lee plate 50.

T H E ORDER 

OF 

ST. ANTHONY IN ETHIOPIA. 

JOHN Emperor of Ethiopia (vulgarly called 
Preftor John)> in the year 370, erected into a religious 
Order of Knighthood certain Monks, who lived an apf- 
tere life in the defert, after the example of St. Anthony. 
He granted thefe Knights many privileges and reve- 
nues* They received the rule of St. Bafil, wore a 
black garment, and for their enfign a blue crofs edged 
with gold in form of the letter T ; fee plate 50. Their 
chief feat was in the ifle of Merfe, where the Abbots both 
Ipiritual and temporal refided. In other parts of Ethiopia 
they bad many monafteries and convents, with about 
two millions yearly revenue. 

Thefe Knights vow to defend the Chriftian religion ; 
to yield obediepce to their fuperiors, obferve conjugal 
chaftity ; not to marry or receive any other Holy Orders 
without licence firft obtained from the Abbot ; they 
are to guard the confines of the Empire ; and to go to 
war when and where they are compianded. 
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, The ancient monaftery of St. Anthony is fituated in 
the deferts of Thebais, near fome. mountains where that 
famed hermit lived and died. This edifice is furrounded 
with an oval wall, about five hundred paces b cir- 
cumference, and near forty feet high, to keep out the 
plundering Arabs. The pilgrims and other vifitors 
are drawn up into it by a rope let down from a kind 
of watch-houfe on the top of a wall, and a crane turned 
.by the Monks within the inclofure. The cells of this 
monaftery, which amounted formerly to, more than 
three hundred, are now reduced to about forty, the 
reft be'mg a heap of ruins. Thefe cells are more like 
fepuichval Vaults than chambers, being moft of them 
not above four feet high, five wide, and feven in length. 
Befides thefe cells, they have a common hall, a kitchin, 
and a ftrong tower, where they keep their provifions, 
of which they commonly lay up a flock fufficient for 
two years. The door that leads into it is plated with 
iron, and is entered by means of a draw-bridge from 
a loWer tower over again ft it ; and hither the Monks 
retire when they are clofely befieged by the Arabs. 
But: the greateft curiofity of the place is a fubterraneous 
1 paflage about fifty paces long, which leads to a rock; 

* without the walls, from whence ifiues a ftream of ex- 
cellent water, fufficient for all the ufes of the monaf- 
tery, and ferving to water their little garden, which is # 
fibred with variety of herbs and fruits. The beds of 
the Monks are fheep-lkins fpread upon mats, and a 
bundle of rulhes ferves them for a pillow. Their drink 
is water, and their food is chiefly the product of their 
’ garden.

'rtcfe Knights refided in the city of Acre, where they 
performed adts of charity to pilgrims that travelled to 
the Holy Land. They exerdfed arms in imitation of 
the Knights Hofpitallars. They followed the rule of 
St. Augpftine, and wore a black garment, whereon was 
a white crofs pattee. 

After the city of Acre was taken, they removed into 
Spain, where they flourifhed receiving great favour 
from Alphonfus the Aftrologer, King of Caftile ; but 
after his death they decayed, and were united to the 
Knights Hofpitallars.

ST. KATHARINE at MOUNT SINAI. 

This Order was inftituted in 1063, to guard and 
defend the Sepulchre of St. Katharine their patron 
(who had fuffered martyrdom in Alexandria under the 
Emperor Maximinus), whofe body is faid to be buried 
in Mount Sinai, near to which place a monaftery was 
erefted and dedicated to her name. They protected 
travellers who came for devotion, and to entertain them 
during their abode. •> 

Thefe Knights were made upon her tomb in the 
fame manner as thofe of the Holy Sepulchre. They 
lived under the rule of St. Bafil the Great, vowed obe- 
dience to the Abbot of the Monaftery, their garment 
was white, and on the left fide, a Katharine wheel in- 
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terlaced with the crofs of Jerufalem : the wheel is pierced 
with fix fpokes Red, ending in iharp points, nailed 
white, the wheel is termed from St. Katharine, who had 
her limbs broken by its iron point ; fee plate 23. When 
the Turks became matters of thefe parts, this Order 
fuffered much ; notwithftanding, fome remains of the 
Order yet continue.

THIS Order was inftituted in 1107, by Agnas

The badge of this Order was the fame as that of the

T H E O R D E R 

OF THE 

BURGUNDIAN CROSS AT TUNIS. 


THIS Order was inftituted on St. Mary Magdalen’s 
day 1 53 by Charles V. Emperor of Germany and 
King of Spain, after he had reftored Mulleafius King of 
Tunis to his kingdom, to reward thofe commanders 
who had behaved themfelves well in the vidtory. It 
was the day wherein he triad e his pompous entry into 
Tunis, when dreffed in the coat he ufually wore in bat- 
tle, whereon was embroidered a Burgundian crofs, 
which crofs he .made the' badge, and added a fteel 
ftriking fparks of fire out of a flint, with this infcrip- 
tion, Barbaria ; and, for a more ornamental decoration, 
gave a collar of gold, whereat hung this badge,

WHITE EAGLE. 

\ 

THIS Order was firft inftituted in the year 1325, 
by Uladiflaus V. but having foon fallen into difufe, it 
lay in oblivion until the year 1705, when Auguftus 
Eledtor of Saxony and King of Poland revived it, in or- 
der to'ufe as an inftrument to attach to his own intereft 
and perfon feveral of the Polilh nobility, who he 
feared were inclined to Staniilaus his competitor. At 
its revival it was highly efteemed, and was conferred on 
the Czar Peter the Great and Grand Duke of Ruffia. 
The Knights of this Order commonly wear the badge 
pendent to a broad blue ribbon worn fafh-ways from the 
right Ihoulder and under the left arm, and a ftar of 
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eight points embroidered in gold and filver alternately 
oh the left fide of their outer garment. The collar is 
compofed of eagles difplayed, and annulets linked to- 
gether, having pepdent to it the badge, which a crofs 
of eight points enamelled, Gofd7 bordered white and 
cantoned with a fmaller crofs having a bead on each 
point, charge^. on one fide with an eagle white dif- 
played, having over its head an imperial crown, and on 
the reverfe the King’s cypher with this motto. Pro fide %

OR OF THE 
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SWORD BEARERS. 


IN the year 1 186, Ma'tnard firfl: preached Chrif- 
tianity to the Livonians, and eredted the bifhoprick of 
Riga ; but his fucceffors meeting with many difficul- 
ties in the year 1200, Albert then bifhop of Livonia 
inftituted this Order in imitation of the Teutonick 
Knights, with defign to extirpate idolatry, and pro- 
mote the gofpel. He prefcribed to thefe Knights the 
Ciftercian rule an 4 habit, viz. a long white mantle and 
G 4 black 
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black hood ; on the breaft two fwords in faltire, whence 
they had the tr'e of Brethren Sword-Bearers. For the 
badge of : be c :. ; fee plate 52. 

The'* ' - were fctfnething like the Knights Tem- 

plar^ and they vowed obedience and chaftity. Pope 
Innocent III. confirmed this Order, which became fully 
inftituted, A. D. 1 203 ; but becaufe they could not of 
themfelves accomp’ilh their end about the year 1237, 
they were united to the Tegtoniek Order, and fub- 
niitted to their rule and habit, by whole help they 
overcame the Livonians, and brought them to the 
Chriftian faith. Thenceforward the Great Matter of Li- 
vonia acknowledged him of Pruflia their Superior, until 
Walter de Pletemberg, their Great Matter, feparated 
this Order from their obedience to the Teytonick. 
Finally, A. D. 1-561, Gothari de Ketler , the laft 
Great Matter, followed the example of the Great 
Matter of Pruflia, became fubjedt t,o the crown of 
Poland, furrendering to King Sigifmond II. the city 
and cattle of Riga, and all the lands, charters, privi- 
leges, & c. of this Order, receiving in exchange the 
dukedom of Courland, to him and his heirs for ever ; 
fo the Order expired after 357 years continuance. 
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THIS Military Order was inftituted in the year 
1317 by Dionyfius of Portugal, in order to engage 
the nobility to affift him the more powerfully againft the 
Moors. It obtained great pofleffions, and continued to 
be governed by a Grand Matter eledted by the Knights 
until 1-522, when Pope Adrian VI. conferred that office 
on John III, and hisfuccefiors to the crown of Portugal. 
This Order is now under the fame regulations and en- 
joys the fame privileges as the Order of Calatrava does 
in Spain. By the ftatutes the Knights of this Order 
ihould prove the nobility of their defcent for four ge- 
nerations, but it often happens that very mean perfons 
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get this honor without exhibiting any proofs of this 
kind. The badge of this Order is a crofs pattee. Red, 
charged with a crofs white worn on ordinary oceafions 
pendent to a broad fcarlet ribbon round <the neck, and 
on days of ceremony to a collar compofed of three 
chains of gold. See plate 53. 
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WING OF ST. MICHAEL. 

ALPHONSO HENRIQUEZ King of Portugal inffi- 
tuted this Order in the year 1172, in commemoration 
of a victory obtained by him over the Moors, whom he 
imagined he overcame by the immediate interpolation 
of St. Michael, who, according to the legend,, appeared, 
fighting in the King’s right wing. While it fubfifted 
{which was not very long), the enfign of it was a crofs 
fleury fitchee, Red, cantoned in bafe with two Fleurs-, 
de-lis, and over the crofs in a fcroll, this motto $uis ut 
Devs. See plate 54, 
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THIS Order was firft inftituted by Alphonfo Hen- 
riquez King of Portugal in the year 1 147, on the 
footing of a Military and Religious Order, on occafion 
of his taking the city of Evora from the Moors.

THIS Ordef Was inftitutedby Denys the Sixth King 
of Portugal in the year 1310 ; in honour of St. James, 
tinder whofe pfotedlion he beeame victorious in many 
battles againfl the Moors, and at length quieted his 
kingdom by the affiftance of thefe Knights. This Or- 
der flourilhed through the great privileges the founder 
bellowed, and the approbation of Pope Nicholas IV, 
and others his fucceffors. The Knights profefs chaf- 
tity, hofpitality, and obedience ; and none are admitted 
till they make proof of their gentility by blood. Tbeir 
enfignis a red fword* like that of St. James of Galicia j 
the habit white, and the only difference between them 
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lies in a twift of gold, which thefe Of Portugal dtaW 
about their fword. At Alcazar de Sal was their princi- 
pal convent, which thejr afterwards removed to Dal- 
tnela, were it yet continues. Their ftatutes, &c. are 
much the fame with thofe of St. Jams in Galicia , where* 
upon fome erroneoufly have confounded them;

THIS Order was inftituted according, to fome, by 
Pope Alexander VI. in the year 1498 ; or, according to 
Michaeli, by Pope Paul III. to encourage naval men 
to defend the coaft of the Adriatic againft pirates. The 
badge of it was a crofs of gold within a circle of the 
feme, like an open crown, for which fee plate 55. 
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ST, GEORGE AT RAVENNA.

THIS Order is fuppofed to have been firft inftituted 
by Pope Paul 111 . in the year 1534; and to have had 
affigned to it the city of Ravenna, to defend it and the 
marches of Ancona from the Corfairs that infefted them. 
It was abolifhed by Pope Gregory in 1 572. -The badge 
pf it was a ftar of eight points, Red, over it a ducal 
coronet. Gold. See plate 55, 
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ST, PETER AND ST, PAUL, 

THIS Order was inftituted by Leo the Tenth in the 
year 1520, to defend the fea coafts of his territories 
againft the Turks who threatened them. Their num- 
ber was limited to four hundred ; and they wore a gold 
medallion, with the image of St. Peter pendent to a 
gold chain. In the year 1540, Pope Paul the Third 
increafed their number by uniting to the Order of St. 
Peter the Order of St. Paul, which he had juft infti- 
tuted 
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futed. After this, the Knights wore three gold chain*, 
and pendent to them a medallion, with the image of 
St. Peter on one fide, and that of St. Paul on the other.

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JESUS AND MARY. 

THIS Order was inftituted by Pope Paul V. in the 
year 1615. The Knights of it were fworn to defend 
the Holy See againft infidels and heretics, and for that 
purpofe each Knight was obliged conftantly to keep 
ready a horfe completely accoutred, a fword, a lance, 
ahd a fervant armed witty a fufil. The badge of the 
Order was a crofs of eight points enamelled red, edged 
5 with 
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with gold and having in the center the letters I. H, S* 
and over, the Greek letter fl, the fymbol of the Virgin 
Mary, For the badge, fee plate 57, 
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JESUS CHRIST. 

POPE John XXII. during his refidcnce at Avignon 
in the year 1320, inftituted this Order, which was re- 
formed and improved by Pope Paul V. The reigning 
Pope is always Sovereign of if, and the badge is a gold 
trofs enamelled, Red, and edged with gold, worn 
pendent to a fcarlet ribbon tied to the waift-coat button- 
hole. This Order was originally defigned as a mark of 
diftin&ion for the nobility of the Pope’s Italian terri- 
tories, but having been on fome occalions proftituted, it 
is not at this time fo much conlidered as it has been 
formerly.

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ST. MARY THE GLORIOtFS ( 

THIS Order was propofcd by John Baptift Pedro; 
ahd Bernardo Petigna, to Pope Paul V. who approved 
Of it in the year 1618. The great end of it was the 
fuppreffion of the Barbary COrfairs that infefted the 
Mediterranean ; and, in order to enable the Knights of it 
• then more fpeedily to effedt it, fhe Pope gave them the 
command of his. gallies, affigned to them the town 
and harbour qf Civita Vecchia, and bellowed on them 

the 
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the palace and convent of St. John of Laterark 
The badge, which they wore on the left fide of their 
mantles, was a crofs flory, of blue fattin, embroidered 
with filver, and bordered with gold, having in the midft 
a circle, with this motto. In hoc ftgno vincam , and within 
the circle tfie fetters S. M. in a ' cypher, abd crowned 
with a chaplet and liars of gold ; from the circle ifiue

THIS Order was inftituted by Pope Pius IV. in 
the year 1 560 ; and the number of Knights of it was at 
firft limited to three hundred and feventy five, but it 
was afterwards increafed to upwards of five hundred and 
thirty.

THE chief feat of thefe Knights is the hofpital of 
the Holy Ghoft, founded by Pope Innocent III. about 
the year 1 1 98. Before their admittance, they are ob- 
liged to bring a certificate of their gentility ; they pro- 
fefs obedience, chaftity, and poverty ; they live under 
ths rule of St. Auguftine, and have a Grand Mailer. 

Their enfign is a white patriarchal crofs, with twelve

The revenue belonging to this hofpital 
is 24000 ducats daily, with which they do works of 
great charity ; as nurfing and educating of expofed 
children, the curing of difeafes, relieving the poor, 
and entertaining of Grangers for thcee days.

THIS Order is fuppofed by feveral writers to have 
been instituted by Pope Pius IV. 1 559. The badge is 
a Star of eight points white; and, between the two 
bottom points, a fpur.

SEXTUS Quintus inftituted this Order in the year 
1587, on his creating a new fee at Loretto, and appoint- 
ing the celebrated church there a cathedral. . The 
Knights of it were numerous, and enjoyed feveral privi- 
leges. They were ftyled Chevaliers Bores , and were dif- 
tinguilhed by an image of the Virgin hanging to a gold 
chain at the button-hole. 
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THIS Order was inftituted 1233, by Bartholomew, 
Bifhop of Vicenca, of the Order of the Friars Premiers ; 
and, in 1262, he caufed the fame to be confirmed by 
Pope Urban IV, The Knights followed the rule of St. 
Pominick, wearing a white furcoat, over which a cloak 
of grey colour, and upon the breaft a crofs pattee, 
Red, furmounted with two ftars. See plate 46. Their 
profelfion was, to protect widows and orphans, and to 
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reconcile domeftick differences between hufband and 
wife, and as much as. poffible to Caufe peace and re- 
concilement. They had neither convent nor monaftery, 
but each dwelt in his own houfe with his family : on 
which account, by-way of derilion,, they were called The 
Brethren of Joy. They acknowledged a Greaf Mafter, 
to whom they were obedient. 
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OF THE 

REEL or of the LIONESS, 

THIS Order owed its inftitution to the following 
event : Ladiflaus, fon of Charles Duras, having been 
proclaimed and crowned King of Naples at Gaeta, the 
Neapolitans fee up Lewis II. Duke of Anjou, and laid 
a foundation for the bloody wars that followed. Thefe 
troubles divided the Neapolitan nobles into two factions ; 
and of thofe who declared for the houfe of Anjou, 
fome wore on their left arm a Golden Reel embroi- 
3 dered 
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tiered on a red ground, by way of contempt to Queen 
Margaret,, widow of Charles III. who wanted to hold 
the reins of government ddring the minority of La- 
diflaus, and called themfelves Knights of the Reel; 
whflft others wore on their bread the figure of a Lionefs, 
with her feet tied, pendent to a ribfioh which pafled 
round their neck, indicating thereby, that they looked 
upon Queen Margaret as tied by the leg; and then 
ftylcd themfelves Knights of the Lfaneft. 
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ST. GEORGE AT GENOA. 

FREDERICK III. Emperor of Germany, infti- 
futed this Order, and dedicated it to St. George, the 
Titular Saint and Patron of Genoa. The doge of Ve- 
nice is perpetual Grand Matter. The badge of tjje 
Order is . a plain crofs enamelled. Gules, pendent to a 
gold chain, and wore about their necks, and the crofs 
is embroidered on their cloaks. See plate 58. 
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BLACK EAGLE. 

• 

FREDERICK the FIrft inftituted this Order at his 
coronation in the year 1701. By the ftatutes of it the 
number of Knights, exclufive of the Princes of the 
blood, is limited to thirty, who muft all be admitted 
into the Order of Generofity previous to their receiving 
this, unlefs they be Sovereign Princes; the Knights 
to prove their nobility for fixteen defcents. The Kings - 
of Pruffia are perpetual Grand Mailers of it. There 
belong to it a Chancellor, who is alfo a Knight, £ Se- 
cretary, a Mailer of the ceremonies, and a Treafurer. 
The enhgn of the Order is a gold crofs of eight points 
enamelled blue, having at each angle a fpread eagle ena- 
melled black, and charged in the centre with a cypher 
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of the letters F. R. This each Knight wears commonly 
pendent to a broad orange ribbon, worn falh-wife over 
the left jhoulder, and a filv^f ftar etpibroidered on the 
left fide of their outer garment, whereon is an efcutcheon 
containing a fpread eagle, holding in one claw a chaplet 
of laurel, and in the. other a thunder-bolt, with this 
motto in gold letters round, Suum cuique. 

Note, The King chofe the Black Eagle, being the 
arms of Ptuffia j and the colour of the ribbon, on ac- 
count of his mother, a Princefs of Orange ». 

OiTdays of ceremony they wear the badge pendent to 
4 Collar compofed of round pieces of gold, each enamell- 
ed w ith four cyphers of the letters P. R. : inthe centre of 
the piece is fet a diamond, and over each cypher a regal 
crown intermixed with Eagles difplayed, enamelled 
black; alternately, and holding in their claws thunder- 
bolts of gold. 

The extraordinary habits are, a veft of cloth of gold, 
and over this another of lky-blue velvet, reaching to 
the mid leg, with a ftravv-coloured lining, tied under 
the cravat by yellow ribbons, whofe tafiels fall down 
to the knees. The fafh is of ftraw-coloured velvet, em- 
broidered with gold, and the mantle of the fame fluff, 
lined with gold mohair. 1 he Knights caps are of black 
velvet, with white plumes

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THIS Order was inftitUted by Frederick IH» King 
bf Pruffia in 1740, to recompenfe the merit of fuch as 
diftinguilhed themfelves either in arms or in arts, with- 
out diftin&ion of birth, religion, or country i the King is' 
< Sovereign of it, and he alone confers it on fuch as he 
pleafes, not being confined by the ftatutes. The en- 
fign is a crofs of eight points enamelled blue, and 
edged with gold, having in the centre a cypher of the 
letters, F.H. j and in each angle an eagle difplayed 
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black, on the two upper points the regal crown of 
Pruffia. On the reverfe this motto, "Pour le merit * . 
This badge is worn by the Knights pendent to a black 
ribbon, edged . with iilver, roubd the ' neck, f See 
plate 60. 
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C O N C O R D. 

THIS Order was inftituted by Chriftian Erneft, 
Margrave of Brandenburgh, on his return from Spain 
in the year 1660, to diftinguifli the . part he had ta- 
ken in reftoring peace and union to many of the 
Princes of Europe. The badge of the Order is a 
gold crofs of eight points enamelled white ; in the 
centre a medal bearing two olive branches palling fal- 
tierwife through two crowns, and circumfcribed with the 

word Gmcordans : the crofs is furmounted with an elec- 
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toral crown* *nd it is worn pendent to an orange ribbon* 
See plate 61. On the reverfe is the founder’s cypher 
and the date of its inftitution. 
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FREDERICK III. Ele&or of Brandenburg, and af- 
terwards King of Pruffia, inftituted this- Order in 1685, 
while he was only Electoral Prince. The Knights wear a 
crofs of eight points enamelled blue, having in the 
centre this motto, La Generoftte y pendent to a blue 
tibbQn. See plate 6 1.

PETER the Great instituted this Order in the year 
1698, and chofe. for its patron St. Andrew, (on ac- 
count that this Apoltle, according to tradition, was 
the fpunder of Chriftianity among the Mofcovites). 
His motive for inftituting this Order, was, to animate 
his nobles and chief officers in the wars againft the* 
Turks 5 and conferred it on tjiofe who had fignalized 
themfelves in his fervice. 

The Knights of it are people of the firft rank 
in that Empire ; and they are highly confidered ovet 
all Europe. The badge is the image of St. Andrew 
on the Crofs, enamelled on an Imperial Eagle, the 
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heads of the Eagle ducally crowned, and over both 
heads an Imperial crown, in the right claw a fceptre, 
and in the left a mound, this on ordinary occafions is.

PETER the Great inftituted this Order, which was 
afterwards confirmed by the Emprefs Catharine the 
Firft in the year 1725. The enfign of the Order is a 
crofs pattee enamelled red and edged with gold, the 
centre enamelled white and thereon St. Alexander on . 
horfeback; all proper, in each angle an Imperial Eagle; 
the crofs furmounted with an Imperial crown proper. 
See plate 6^. This enfign is worn pendent to a broad 
red ribbon worn falh-wife from left to right, that is, 
over the left lhoulder, and a gold flar of eight points 
embroidered on the outer garment.

THIS Order was inftituted by Peter the Great, in 
honor of the Emprefs Catharine the Firft j to whofe 
ability and good conduit he in a great meafure owed 
his delivery from the perilous fituation in which he was 
on the Banks of the Pruth. He declared her Sovereign 
of it ; and though at its firft inftitution both fexes were 
admitted of it, yet it is now appropriated to the Fair 
alone ; and thofe on whom it is conferred are perfons 
of the firft diftin&ion in Europe. The badge is a 
medallion, enriched with diamonds, and charged with 
the image of St. Catharine, pendent to a broad, white 
ribbon, worn fafhwife over the right ihoulder. See

broidered 
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broidefed a filvcr ftar of eight points, on the' centre of 
which is a crofs, with this motto round it, Pour T amour 
Of la fidelity envers la pattie. 

This Order was inftituted (according to Mottley’s 
Hilt, of Ruffia) to perpetuate the memory of the love 
and fidelity of the Czarina- to. his M a j efty ,- on the Banks 
of the river Pruth, where their Majefties, with the 
whole army, were in the utmoft diftrefs. Her Majefty 
difpatched a cqurier to the Grand Vizier unknown to 
the Czar, as fome fay, or, according to others, with 
his private confent, to make offer of a great fum of 
money, if he would hearken to a negotiation with the 
Czar. The Grand Vizier having given ear to fo tempt- 
ing a propofal, a treaty was fet on foot, and a peace 
concluded, through the Czar’s prudent condudf. The 
money was paid 5 and the Czar fome time after inftituted 
this Order.

THIS Order was inftituted on the 3d of October 
1782, by the prefent Emprefs, in favor of thofe who 
ferve her in a civil capacity. It is nearly on the fame 
footing with the Order of St. George, which, as has 
been already faid, is for the military. There are ten 
great crofies of it, twenty of the fecond clafs, thirty of 
the third, and fixty of the fourth, befides a fifth clafs 
for thofe who have ferved in a' civil employment thirty, 
five years, which gives them a right to wear it. This 
Order being of fo recent inftitution, we could learn 
no farther particulars relative to it ; and are obliged 
for the prefent to defer given a plate of the badge of it.

ANNUNCIATION. 


THIS Order was inftituted in the year 1355, by 
Amadeus the Fifth, Count of Savoy, in memory of 
Amadeus the Firft, who, by his famous defence of the 
Illand of Rhodes againft the Turks, gained immortal 
renown, and won thofe arms which are now borne by 
the Dukes of Savoy, that is, Gules, a crofs Argent. It 
at firft confifted of fifteen Knights, of whom the founder 
and his fucceflors were to be Sovereigns, but afters 
wards the number was enlarged j at prefent their 
number is fmall, but not determined otherwife than 
by the will of the Sovereign : it is however on the moft 
jefpe&able footing, and is counted among the moft re- 
2, fpedtable 
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fpp&able Orders in Europe. The collar of ,the Order 
is compofed of Golden Rofes, enamelled red and white* 
with Lovers Knots of the fame, but not enamelled : be- 
tween tjie Knots are interlaced the letters, F. E. R. T. 
enamelled alternately white and red. To the end of the 
middle rofe is pendent the badge, which confifts of 
three chains of Gold, encircling an oval and difpofed in 
knots, the whole enamelled white ; on the oval is fe- 
prefented.the Salutation, as related by St. Luke, ena- 
melled in their proper oolours. To be of this Order, 
a man mud be of a noble family, and of the Roman 
Catholic Religion. Various conftrudlions are by dif- 
ferent authors put upon .the fignification of the letters - 
F. E. R. T. which are on the collar ; but it feems mod 
probable that they allude to the defence of Rhodes by 
Amadeus, and fignify Fortitudo Ejus Rbcdum 'Tenu.it .

time he turned hermit, and died at Eepialle in the year 
1451 ; foon after which the Order, which was never very 
flouriihing, fell into obfcurity and difufe. The badge 
of the Order is a crofs Botone Argent, fee plate 66.

ST. MAURICE AND ST. LAZARUS. 

EMMANUEL Philibert Duke of Savoy inftituted 
the Order of St. Lazarus, and the fame year 1572 re- 
vived the obfolete Order of St. Maurice, which he 
united to it, and had confirmed by the Pope, on condi- 
tion of his maintaining two gallies againft the Turks. 
The badge of the Order is a crofs pomette, white, upon a 
crofc of eight points Green (being the refpeftive badges 
of the two Orders before they were united), and is 
wojm pendent to a green ribbon.

SWORD IN CYPRUS. 


THE King of Sardinia taking the title of King 
of Cyprus, it appeared reafonable to put this Order, 
now many ages extindt, in the fame clafs with thofe of 
his dominions, more efpecially as the feat of it is no 
longer in the pofieflion of a Chriflian Prince. This 
Order was inftituted by Guy De Lufignan, about the 
end of the twelfth century, foon after he had acquired 
the kingdom of Cyprus by purchafe from our Richard 
the Firft. This Order was on its inftitution conferred 
on three hundred Barons, who were then created: it 
continued: to flourilh until it became extindt, on the 
Turks conquering the ifland of Cyprus. The collar 
of it was compofed of round cordons of white filk woven 
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in Love Knots, and interlaced with the letters S and R i 
to the collar was pendent a gold medallion, whereon 
was enamelled a fword white, and the hilt Gold, encircled 
with this motto, Securitas Regni. For the badge and 
collar, fee plate 67.

THE GOLDEN FLEECE.

THIS Order was inftituted at; Bruges, in Flanders, 
the 10th of January, 1429 [the day of his marriage 
with his third wife Ifabella of Portugal], by Philip 
Duke of Burgundy. The occafion of its inftitution 
is a fubjedt of controverfy among antiquaries : but 
it appears moft probable, that, having determined 
to inftitute an Order of Knighthood, he chofe for the 
badge of it the material of the ftaple manufactories of 
his country, which was the Fleece ; and this emblem 
might have been the more agreeable to him from the 
figure it made in the heroic ages of the world, when 

M 2 the 
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the Argonautic expedition was undertaken for it. How- 
ever this may be, it at firft confifted of thirty Knights, 
including the Sovereign, who were of the firft families 
in the Low Countries ; and though it has undergone 
fome changes fince its foundation, it has ever been 
ranked among the moll illuftrious and diftinguifhed 
Orders of Kni hthod in Europe. 

At prefent there are two different branches of this 
Order r of the one of which the" Emperor is Sovereign ; 
and the King of Spain of the other, of which we now 
fpeak. The number of Knights is not limited, though 
it fcldom exceeds feventy or eighty, of which there 
are generally a good many of the French and Italian 
nobility : but all mu ft prove their noble defeent from 
the twelfth century. They wear ufually a Golden 
Fleece Proper, pendent to a broad plain red ribbon 
round their necks ; but on days of ceremony they wear 
the collar of the Order, which is compofed of double 
fleels, interwoven with flint {tones, emitting {parks of 
fire ; the whole enamelled in their proper colours, at 
the end whereof hangs on the breaft a Golden Fleece.

THIS Order was inftituted by Charles the Third 
King of Spain, the 19th of September, 1771, in com- 
memoration of the birth of the Infant. The badge of 
the Order is a ftar of eight points, enamelled white and 
edged with gold, over the two upper points the regal 
crown of Spain chafed in gold ; and on the centre of 
the crofs the image of the Virgin'Mary enamelled in pro- 
per colours, veftments white and blue. See plate 69. On 
the reverie the letters CC with the number III. in the 
centre, and this motto, Virtuti et Mcrito. The Order be- 
ing com pofed of fdur claflesj the firft clafs, the Knights 
of which are ftyled Grand CroHes, wear the badge 
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pendent to a ribbon, fafh-wife, over the right fhoul- 
der : the ribbon is ftriped, blue and white, two fifths 
being of the one colour, andthrec fifjjis of tjie other, 
it is broad and watered : they wear alfo a ftar of filver 
of the figure of the badge of the Order, embroidered on 
the left fide of the outer g arment. The Knights of 
the fecond clafs wear the badge and ribbon like the firft, 
but have no ftar. The third and fourth clafTes wear the 
badge at the button-hole of the outer garment, pendent 
to a narrow ftriped ribbon. The only difference between 
thcfe two clafTes is, that the third, who are ftyled 
Knights Penfioners, have penfions on the revenues of 
the Order, which are confiderable ; and the fourth have 
none. None but perfons of noble defcent can be Knights 
of this Order.

GARCIAS, fon and fucceflor of Sanchez the Great, 
inftituted this Order about the middle of the Eleventh 
century. Like all the other Orders inftituted in Europe, 
in this age of ignorance, credulity, and fuperftition, it 
owed its origin to the blind devotion of the founder. A , 
Diftemper from which he believed himfelf delivered by 
the miraculous effedts of an image of the Virgin Mary 
ifluing out of a Lily, attached him to her in a- particu. 
lar manner; and this attachment induced him to inftitute 
this Order, which confifted of eight and thirty Knights 
of the moft illuftriotis and antient families of Navarre, 
Bifcay,, and Old Caftile. The badge of the Order Was 

a Lily, 
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a Lily, embroidered in filver on the breaft, and the 
collar a double chain of 'gold, interlaced with the Go- 
thic capitals Of, pendent to which was a medallion on 
which was enamelled, on a white ground, a golden Lily, 
fpringing out of a mount.

ALCANTARA. 


THIS celebrated military Order derives its origin 
from the Order of St. Julian, or of the Pear-tree, which 
was inftituted in the kingdom of Leon, about the 
beginning of the twelfth century : from that time until 
the city of Alcantara was taken from the Moors, it 
continued to be known by the name of. the Order of 
St. Julian ; but Alphonfo , the ninth king of Leon, after 
taking the city, made Martin Fernandez de Quintana, 

Grand 
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Grand Mafter of Calatrava, Governor of it ; and in a few 
years afterwards the Order of Calatrava gave the city 
and caftle over to the Order of St. Julian, then under 
the Grand Mailer Nuino Fernandez, on condition that 
the fame ihould be held and remain under the fubjec- 
tion of the Grand Mafter of Calatrava, and his fuccef- 
fors. Alcantara being thus made the chief feat of the 
Order of St. Julian, the Knights laid afide the old de- 
vice of a Pear-tree, by which they were diftinguifhed* 
as well as the appellation by which they Were known ; 
and they affumed the name of Knights of the Order of 
Alcantara* They remained fubjedt to the Order of 
Calatrava until the year 1411, when their Grand Maf- 
ter Don Sanchez De Terreiro, being authorized by 
Pope Lucius the Second* threw off all obedience to the 
fuperior Order* and became independent. After this* 
it continued in high eftimatlon under a Grand Mafter, 
eledted by the Knights, and acquired vaft poffeffions* 
until the year 1495* when.p*n Juan D’EJluniga, who 
was Grand Mafter of it, being made a Cardinal and an 
Archbilhop, refigned his office* which Pope Alexander 
the Sixth conferred on King Ferdinand of Arragon, and 
his Queen Ifebella of Caftilc* and annexed it inaliena- 
bly to the poffeffion of the Spaniftt Crown for ever. 
Since that time the Kings of Spain have enjoyed the * 
. revenues of the Grand Mafter and of the Comman- 
deries belonging to .this Order, of which they are called 
Perpetual Adminiftrators. It continues however ftill , 
in very high efti matron, and is never conferred but on 
perlbns of the moft illuftrious and antieat families.

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The badge of the Order is a Gold Crofs, fleury ena- 
melled Green, and worn pendent to a broad ribbon on 
the breaft.

SANCHIO, the third King of Toledo, firftjnfti- 
tuted this Order in the year 1 158.; and it was confirmed 
by Pope Alexander the Third in 1164. It took its 
name from the Caftle of Calatrava, which became the 
chief feat of the Order, and the occafion of its infti- 
tution. It was a frontier fort both of Toledo and 
Caftile, and was taken by the Moors in 714 ; who, 
after four hundred years pofiefiion of it, were driven 
from thence by Don Alphonfo, who put it into the 
hands of the Knights Templars, in order to garrifon 
and defend it, and the neighbouring country, againft 
the incurfions of the Moors ; but unable to anfwer the 
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King’s purpofes, they withdrew their garrifon, and re- 
turned him the Cattle ; upon which it was afiigned over 
to Don Raymond Pe Fatiga, a celebrated Knight of 
that age, and to the Abbot of St. Mary de Fitero, 
who fortified it, and held out againft the enemy. Here 
began the Order of Calatrava, which flouriihed .feveral 
centuries, and became very powerful. Their number, 
ttrength, influence, and pofleflions, were fo confider- 
able as to render them objedts of the jealoufy of the 
Crown, to which at length their revenues and the office 
of Grand Matter was inalienably annexed by Pope In- 
nocent the Eighth. The badge of this Order is a crofs 
fleury. Red, which is worn at the breaft pendent to a 
broad ribbon, the whole differing only in colour from 
the badge of Alcantara, for which fee plate 75. The 
ceremonial mantle is of white lilk, tied with a cordon 
and taffels, like thofe of the Garter, and on the left 
arm a crofs fleury embroidered Gules. 
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ALPHONSO XI. Xing of Spain, inflitutpd this 
Order in 1 330, at Burgos the capital of Old Caftile. 
The King, having many enemies, eredted this Order for 
his better fecurity, making jaimfelf Mailer, which he 
did a littje before his coronation. The Knights were 
invefted with a red ribbon of three inches broad, which 
went’ aerpfs their left Ihoulders, lihe Our X nights of 
the Bath, being tjie badge frpm whence thefe Knights 
Jpok their name. They were npt-reftrained under any 
jponaftical rule, as many of the other Orders. None 
but younger brothers,, and gentlemen of ftnall fortuoesy 
were admitted into this Order. They mult prove before 
Vol.II. ' O ad- 
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admittance either their attendance at Court for ten 
years, or have fought three times at leaft againft the 
Moors. The Order confifted of twenty- Knights. 

Statutes of the Order •. 

1. THAT the Knight of the' Band flood obliged, 
to fpeak to the King, for the defence of his country, 
and good of the common-wealth. 

2. That he muft fpeak to the King nothing but pure 

truth, without lieing or flattery, and muft reveal what- 
foever he hath heard fpoken, either againft his perfon, 
or the State. : 

3. A Knight once convicted of lieing, Audi walk a 
month’s fpace, without wearing a fword. 

4.. He is not to keep company but with martial 
men and foldiers, or fuch as are advanced to charges 
and dignities pf his own quality ; but not with mecha- 
nical artizans, and men qf bafe or vile condition.. 

5. He muft keep his faith and promife ^inviolably to 
and. with all men, of what eftate or quality foever 
they.be.. 

< 5 , He muft be provided with arms and a horfe well 
accoutred, under pain of forfeiting the, title of his 
Knighthood. 

7. And on the fame peril he ftandeth, if he be feen 
mounted on his hojrfb without his Band and fword. 

8, :He is not to make any complaint of wounds by 
him received in war j neither is to vaunt of his valour 
or manhood.

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p. He is not to make any account, if he be mockt, 
fcorned, or railed on by any body : but to have all 
his carriage difcreet and grave, and wholly meafured 
by the level-of honefty.

11. He mull: be courteous towards ladies and gen- • 
tlewomen, to whom he lhall perform honor and fervice, 
to his uttermoft power. . 

12. If any quarrel happen between him and another 
Knight of the Band, he ftandeth bound to commit it 
to the arbitrament of other Knights of the Band, fuch 
as ihall he appointed thereto. 

13. Any Knight that ufurpeth to wear the Band 
without having received it from the King’s hand, ihall 
Band engaged to defend himfelf againft two. Knights 
of the Order of the Band; And if it fo happen that 
he have the vidrory, he may lawfully keep and main-, 
tain it : but, if he be vanquiihed, he ihall be banilhed 
from the court.

THIS Order, which is otherwife called the Order of 
Saint Jago de Compojlella , was the richeft and the moft 
powerful of all the Orders of Spain ; but the date iof 
its inflitution cannot be afcertained, fome attributing 
it to Ramira king of Leon, in the yeaf 837, others to 
Ferdinand the Firft, King of Caftile ; fome to Alphohtb 
the IXth, and a fourth clafs to Ferdinand the lid, King 
of Leon. Among fuch contending authorities it is now 
impoffible to determine any thing relative to the tfufh 
of the difputed faft. However this may be, they 
. acquired vail riches and great influence y they poffefled 
fcveral colleges, hofpitals, villages, monafteries, cables

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and fortified towns, in various parts both of Spain and 
Portugal. They were divided into two branches, the 
one of which redded at St. Mark’s, 1ft the Kingdom of 
Leon, and the other had its chief feat at tJcles in 
Caltile, each was under the direction of a Grand Mailer; 
but the office of both was given by Pope Alexander 
the Sixth, to the Kings of Spain and Portugal, who a£t 
as Grand Mailers in their refpedtive dominions. The 
badge of this Order is a crofs of- gold enaqaelled 
crimfonj edgfcd with gold arid rtafri rouhfi the neck 
pendent to a broad ribbon, it is charged on the centre 
with an efcallop ihell white. See plate 76. This, like 
the two other Military Orders, is highly, elteemed in 
Spain, and conferred only on perfoqs of noble families.

But on extraordinary occafions and days of 
ceremony they wear the badge pendent to the collar of 
the Order, which is compofed of eleven golden heads 
of Seraphs, with, wings expanded, and eleven blue 
Patriarchal erodes enamelled on gold, all joined toge- 
ther with chains of gold, as may be feen by the print

FREDERICK the Firft inftituted this Order in 
the year 1748. The number of Knights of it is limited 
to thirty-fix, of which twelve are ftyled Commanders. 
Thefe wear the badge of the Order pendent to a broad 
black ribbon round the neck. The ordinary Knights, 
who are twenty four in number, wear the badge pendent 
to a narrow black ribbon, at the coat button-hole. 
The badge is a golden ftar of eight points enamelled 
white, and edged with gold; on the centre is a circle 
enamelled blue, thereon a ftar of five points enamelled 
white, encircled with this motto, Nefcit Occafum ; be- 
tween the angles are four ducal coronets, and on the two 
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upper points a regal crown of Sweden, The collar of 
the Order, which is worn on days of ceremony, is com-* 
pofed of gold chafed ornaments jinked together, encom- 
paffing mullets of five points enamelled white and edged 
with gold, and two letters F back to back enamelled 
blue edged with gold alternately, the letters crowned 
with the regal cr own -of Swe d e n -richly chafed.

THIS Order was inftituted by the prefent King of 
Sweden in May 1772. The qlafles are like thofe in the 
Order of the Sword, three, viz.

The ribbon 
of the Order is green and watered ; the collar chafed 
and enamelled, compofed of four wheatlheaves, eight 
fhields of the arms of Sweden, each regally crowned 
and embellilhed with two caducei and as many cornu- 
copia: reverted ; and four of the arms of Holftein, viz 
a ihield per fefs white and red, between three paffion 
nails, all white ; the whole joined with fmall chains of 
gold } to the center is pendent a medal of gold chafed

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and pierced with a Garb as in the collar, encompafTed 
with a Swedifh motto, Guflaf. Den. tredie infiicktare ,

A M A R A N T A. 


THIS Order was inftituted, in the year 1645, by 
Chriftina Queen of Sweden, in honor of a lady of the 
name of Amaranta, equally celebrated for beauty and 
virtue. It did not lisrvive the foundrefs of it; therefore 
it feems unneceflary to fay any thing farther about it. 

The enfign of the Order was a jewel of gold, com- 
poiedof two great A’s, one being reverted; enriched on 
both fides with diamonds, and fet within a wreath of laurel 
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leaves, banded about with white, whereon is this motto 
Dolce nella memoria. See plate 8 1.

ST. MARK IN VENICE. 


THE ceremony in creating thefe Knights is much 
the fame as the Knights Batchelors, being dubbed with 
a fword, and their title a mark of honour only ; they 
have no revenue, nor are they under any obligation by 
vow, as other Orders are. 

This honour is conferred by the Duke of Venice, 
and by the Senate, upon perfons of eminent quality, 
and on fuch as have merited well of the commonwealth. 

Abfent perfons are in veiled by letters patent,- and, 
•to aggrandize their honour and title, ftyle themfelves 
Knights of St. Mark. 
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In the year 828 the body of St. Mark was removed 
from Alexandria in Egypt (where it was buried) to the 
city of Venice. 7 his Saint hath been taken for their 
titular Saint and Guardian. His pidure was anciently 
painted upon their enfigns and banners. 

The collar of the Order is a gold chain, to which 
is pendent a medal of gold; on one fide is the emblem 
of St. Mark, viz. a winged lion fejant, with wings 
elevated, holding in his finifter paw a drawn fword 
erett, and in his right an open bpok, with this motto. 
Pax tibiy Marce Evangelifta metis. See plate 82. On the 
reverfe the portrait of the reigning Doge, with th$ 
image of St. Mark delivering a ftandard to him.

IN the year 1400 this Order was inftituted in ho. 
nour of the Inauguration of Duke Michele Stelo, or 
Steno. It confifted of noblemen and gentlemen, who 
entered into a Society, and elected a perfon of eminence 
for their chief ; and afterwards the faid Order was con- 
firmed, and privileges granted them. Their habit was 
a crimfon fenator’s veft ; and their, enfign was a fun on 
a Ihield, which they ufed as well for their leal, as 
punted on their banners. This Order arrived to fuch 
prpfufenefs, tjiat in 1 590 it wss wholly laid afide.

I T iwt* sndeirtty thecuftom of die Germans, Prench, 
Goths, Lombards, Englilh, and Spaniards, to un- 
dertake the haeatd of arms and combat, to juftify 
themfetves when a falft: accofation was forged againft 
their honemt, and to maintain the truth of fome j uft caufb 
when- (he pi^ofs were doubtful, and fb obfcure that it. 
could not be proved to the contrary* 

- The riteeufer, for want of proofs or witnefles, affirmed 
before the King, that his opponent is a traitor, per- 
ju»ed, and a- falfe Iyer, and will juftify the fame in An- 
gle combat, one to one, or fome' other for him, if (by 
age or infirmities) he cannot attend the- combat. 

Then the accufer throwed his glove on' the ground, 

• which the aecuftd, or fome perfon for him, was to take 
«p (which fignified the challenge Was accepted). 
Then the field of battle, the day, and arms for the 
, -combatants, were affigned by the King : for- without his 
perttiiffion duels or combats were not allowed ; and, in 
abfence of the King, the Parliament appointed it; not 
finding any other remedy whereby to fatisfy the parties.

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Each combatant fwears to appear on the day and 
place appointed, on pain of being reputed guilty, for 
non-attendance ; or if either of the parties depart (with- 
out leave of the court) after the challenge is accepted, 
he ihall be proclaimed guilty and a coward. 

The appellant and defendant Ihall go to the place 
appointed on horfeback, their horfes covered with foot 
cloths, and their arms painted thereon, the vifer or 
fight of their helmets down, their ihields about their 
necks, their launces in their hands, and fwords by their 
fides. 

The Herald is to come on horfeback to the gate, or

Then the Herald makes the laft cry, all. the people 
being feated and, filence made, the parties being ready 
and, by command of the Marfhal, the Herald in the 
midjl of the lifts crieth three times, “ Gentlemen, do your 
duty.” Then the Combatants leave their pavilions, and 
mount their horfes, with their friends walking with 
them, when their pavilions are taken down, and carried 
cut of the lifts. 

After thefe ceremonies are over, the Marfhal, who 
muft be in the field bv the fcaffold , carrying the glove in 
his hand, cryeth three times, “ Let them go together;”

5. Any of the Nobility, that {hall abuts, riiechpissao 
of a wife, maid or widow, or pofiefs himfelf (by 
force) of their gpods aiyl ppffeftjpns, tba$ forfeit his 
horfe, and ride the rails. 

4. All Gentlemen are excluded, who are guilty, either 

of fjaHhoodi, perjury, or breach of faith ; if he dare pre- 
{Jent himfelf within the lids, is to forfeit his horfe, and 
ride the rail*. • ' 

5. Thofe who prefent themfelves within the lifts, 
that have betrayedtheir Lord, forfaken him ift ‘battle, 
or perftiaded his Lord’s fervants to do the fame ;>whofo-: 
ever hath not affifted his fellow citizen, that did* put 
himfelf under his protection, but hath through fear 
Or cowardice left and forlook him, when he ought 
and might have protected him; fuch (hall be exclude^ 
for ever from the Tumaments. 

6. Any One procuring the death of' his wife, or con- 
tenting thereto* or any that have given counfel, or 
lodged the murderers of his Sovereign, either before 
of after his death, (hall be banilhed from- thefe Juft$ 
and Tumanients. 

7. Whofoevbr hath committed- facrilege, or hath 
uforped by force the property of widows and orphans* 
without making reftitution, (hall be expelled put of 
the Tumaments. 

8 * Whofoeyer (hall furprize his enemy before he hath 
challenged him, pr burn his houfes, tear up his vine> 
or com, or if he or feme other by his intelligence 
(hall lie lurking on the highway for him :

If any man lhall pre&ht *himfelf under pretence 
that he hath been ennobled by his Prince, and pro* 
furneth tp be equal ' to a Peer of ancient nobility; and 
cannot prove his birth in the fourth- degree,* by his fa* 
ther or mother’s fide, is to becanedj his horfe taken 
from him, and* ride the rails. ; - 

According to thefe articles, the firft 1 afflsmBty' or 
meeting was appointedltb be at-Magdeburgh- (adutfehy 
in the circle of ; Lower Saxony), where- the liftsand bart 
for the field wero prepared; for' Jbfte at the- lance^ 
running at the ring ; alfo the Barriers and Turnaments. 
The (caffolds for the Emperor, Prinees,; and Princeflfes 
of the train ; Judges- of the fields (called Kings of the 
fports), the Senators, Burgomafters (of the place where 
the meeting was), the fcaffolds to be hung with tapef- 
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try , and. decorated with the ^rpis of tlip.Einperor, 
Judges of the field, and the, city of Magdeburg, i with 
fcaffolds fpr the Kings,Heralds,andPyrfinvapj.s>f 
arms, trumpets,, drums, t and fifes. The; whole to- be 
at. the expense of the afiend^y. 

. The day for the Jpffs, and Turnaments was pro- 
claimed by the Heralds of the. province, .the place- p£ 
meeting, 09 ;w?ll .without. as-, with# tire faid prpyince ; 
and to be , under the prq^&iqnqf ; the .EfiOQffprj, 95 
Prince thet;ce«fe,d the a^jnWy'.f : P r h‘ d ^iPgr.«PP^P a ifl 
of death j aU heretics, and ^bpiylhedipei^i^of copje 
within the fpace of ten miles. 

. Eight doys before the fiirflaWth agenerajprocta- 
tpatiaovvas : m?d e , termed; a. public cry, forbidding any 
man qf what degree foe vet, to commit any tcefpaf? 
or offence,; uponthe penalty pf, paying twenty marks 
to the Judges of the Turnaments, with confifcation of 
arms and horfps tq the Kings, Heralds, and Purfuivants 
of arms. 

]No man was to defatne the honor of ladies, or their 
daughters, on pain of imprifonment. 

That no Gentleman ffrpuld prefurne tq the Turqey, if 
he is not a Gentleman of three defeents, as well by the 
father as the mother’s fide. 

Every Gentleman, prefenting himfelf at the Turney ; 
.-that had married meerly for the fake . of riches,, or de- 
light in a woman of low condition,; was to be caned, 
.his arms, horfe, &c. taken from him, and to ride the 
, rails ; a n d be proclaimed, by theHeralds, unworthy for 
ever to appear among Nphlepten ; and his children, to 
. ..... the 
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ffec tliird degree, to be declared boors, and excluded, 
the Turney. 

That all that were admitted ftopd bound tp coofefs 
their fins to fuch priefls a? were appointed by the 
Bilhop qf the place; after they had prefented their 
belnjets, arms, apd devices, to the Judges pf the field, 
who caufed the fame to be regiftered, with their names^ 
arms, Signatures ; as alfo their equipage and train.. . 

Thole that were admitted in the lifts were by oath 
pbliged to prefent themfelyes to the Judges, particu- 
larly to the Judge of his jurifdi&iqn and province, to 
be .entered in the regifter of tyoblemen of the fame pro! 
yince, in the prefence pf the King or Heralds at arm* 
belonging to the fame, He is fqrbid to appear with 
pn improper horfe, upon pain of lofing the fame, alio 
his arms, &c. 

They are to ufe no other weapons than a Knight’s 
battle axe or club (which, according to Favia, was 
made of crab-tree, heavy, and full of .knobs, the 
handle decorated' with gold or filver, and a variety 
qf figures), and a fword. They may ufe a lance 
with a blunted head, to juft one againft the other, but 
not with a ftiarped head, and for running at the ring 
the point tpuft be rebated. 

. As fqr the equipage, &c. for the day, it is to be pre- 
feribed by the Kings of the fumey, in fuch manner as 
is proper 5 viz. A Count , may prefent binjelf. with Jive 
men on borfebaek . A Baron, four borfes } a Knight, 
three ; an Efquire, two. Except they will pay all extra 
charges of men and horfes, above what is allowed by 
the Prince that appointed the meeting, and by monies 
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fVom the common purfe : Excepting the Nobility d£ 
fuch a circle, at whofe expence fuch an aflembly is to-' 
be, and May in the like manner be made. 

An oath was given to all that came; but particularly 
they were to forget all hatred and rancour which for- 
merly they had, or inftantly bare to one another, upon 
any fubjedt or occafion whatsoever. 

After the Jufts and Tumaments were performed by 
.the combatants, armed at all points, with their coats 
of arms, then each mart might combat with his com- 
panion,- at the blunted lance. Or they would challenge 
one mother, two to two ; or' a certain nbmbef of one 
province with the battle-axe, to lay, if poffible, by 
blows, one another upon the ground. 

Thefe barriers with battle-axes were performed by 
troops within the bars ; each man being guided by 
•four deputies,- to keep the Champions in their rank ahd 
order. There were four to guard the entrance into 
-the barriers, for directing the charrtpidns to- the tut- 
ney. The barriers were inclofcd With Strong cords, 
which the guards ufed-'to cut when it Was time, and 
made the fignal of retreat to- fuch as were not able to 
fiand this manly exercife-;: or, being ftunned with the 
blows, or out of breath ; others alrrtoft ftifled in the 
•crowd; and others were difmounted and trampled 
under foot. The latter, that had the ill fuccefs to Be 
difmountecj in the Turney, were to ’be feated on the 
bars, and compelled to ride the fame bare headed, 
without armsj his coat of' arms excepted, to be knoWn 
by ah the aflembly for one unfkilful in arms or fitting 
his horfe. 

5 After 
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, After the fporr of Turney and barriers, for their 
laft exercife was that of the fword, opt for pSence, but 
to cut the leather ftraps, and make the.arm?,J* c < of his 
opponent fall from him in the field, for benefit of the. 
Heralds ; fpr it belonged to them ? n d the Judge? before 
the beginning of the tomey (which lafied fifteen, days) 
to vifit and revifit the arms, &c. of fuch a? were ad-* 
mitted into the lifts, and make the ignorant or ill- 
armed ride the rails, ^ 

This laft exercife being over, they went to fup at the 
general banquet, each man to that of bis own pro- 
vince : where the Ladies and Gentlewomen applauded 
the praifes of them whom the judges had commended ? 
and delivered the prizes, granted by the Jhince who 
pan fed the Turpey. An aft; thereof is made and figned 
by the King,and Heralds of Arms of every Province, 
Afterwards thanks are given and returned on all fide?, 
as wfH to. the f>r jnee that defrayed the expence, as to 
the Judges of the Turney, and thofe that gained the 
prices. Then begun , the dances, wherein the Ladies 
and Gentlewomen extended their fipq^rs to the Cbatp - 
pions, who. led them in .the dance, 

Note,, a difpenfation, was granted, to . all bearing the 
dignity of King, Prince, and Duke, who may abftain 
from thefe Turnaments; becaufe Kings being con- 
tented with the honour of the crowns of their king- 
doms, and Princes and Dukes with their high titles, 
have not to contend for honours (as others who are in- 
ferior) in thefe Turnaments ; nor expofe themfelves in 
fuch exercifes ; but only to take pleafure in beholding 
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tficrh, and tb give prefcnts to thofe who ar& judged 
bfe the beft and moll worthy of reward. 

Pope Innocent and Eugenius, in the year 

ihade the following ordinance againft thefe Juft 9 and 
Turnaments, which in gCn&fal were unfortunate to : 
fome who loft their lives ; a 3 did Francis the firft 
King of FfarfCfe, at Palis, in the fear 1559. 

We forbid hereafter to keep or hold thofe dei'efable fairi 
and markets which are called 'Turneys Exercifes, whereto 
the Nobility are preferil in perfon at days appointed to per - 
form their oftentatioii of boldhefs , 'and uttcmojl means if 
frength, in all their bejl arid iicbejl bravery, ejfayting on( 
another to their peril and danger, that men Jhould loft 
both bpdiei and fouls. It ii therefore provided, that if ahy 
tuan ( to Jilch ajfemblits ) fall run the fortune and jeopardy 
of life : hoiufo'ever h’e may be penitent for it, and defir l 
tb be dbfolved } yet nolwithfanding hejhall be deprived of 
burial in ballHwld ground and places bf Cbrifidn inter- 
ment . 

Note, This ordinance Was tertewid in thb nth Ge- 
neral Council of Laterane, held at Rome by Pope 
Alexander the Third, in the year 1179. And at the 
Genetal Council of Vienna, Pope Clement the Fifth',* 
in the year 1312, prohibited Jufts and Turnaments ih* 
the fame maimer as above. * 
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
